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THE COTTON PROBLEM 


The problem presented by the alarming 


slump in cotton prices just as the first of the 
new crop is reaching the market is not, after 
all, to be permanently solved by price peg- 
ging, cotton loans or other artificial stimulants 
to immediate market value. 

The problem presented is too basic, too vital 
to the south and the nation and of too long 
standing to be soluble by any necessary but 
temporary patchwork. It is a question that 
has called for years for answer, challenging 
the best minds of the séction and of the nation 
for solution. 

President Roosevelt’s insistence upon enact- 
ment of crop control legislation before he gives 
approval to government loans ona 10-cents-a- 
pound basis serves to emphasize the need for 
calm and constructive consideration of a crit- 
ical situation. If something is not done, and 
done quickly, to put a bottom under the drop- 


ping cotton market, the shadow of a major - 


disaster will fall over the south and spread 
over the nation. | 

Certainly something will have to be done 
to prevent future years from bringing a repe- 
tition of today’s crisis.. Control of some sort, 
“legislative or otherwise, is imperative. But in 
the meantime the situation is alarming and it 
is not surprising that members of congress 
from the cotton-producing states are redou- 
bling their efforts to find a solution to a vital 
problem, growing more serious daily. 

The south, more blessed by nature than any 
other similar section of the earth, counts as 
her thief asset the white gold that paints her 
fields in snowy “wealth, year after succeeding 
year. Yet, despite this wealth given by nature, 
the south, by a faulty economic and agricul- 
tural system, regularly throws it away. 

For more than half a century the story of 
cotton has been a succession of good and cf 
lean years, the crops bringing losses more than 
offsetting the crops that brought gain. The 
average for 50 years has but little. exceeded 
the cost of production. | 

Uncontrolled production has resulted in an 
orgy of planting following every year or two 
of profit. Reduction of acreage, whether the 
result of natural economic conditions or 
through some method of control, has sent 
prices up and the farmers have realized a profit 
on their labor. But, with prices advancing, 
there has inevitably followed a wild, selfish 
scramble to plant.more cotton, with the result 
that the following year has seen the market 
glutted by overproduction, with a resultant 
drop in prices. 

This unbridled condition has worked to the 
disadvantage of the grower, the broker, the 
exporter and the consumer alike. Uncertainty 
of market, for any commodity, always reacts 
unfavorably to all connected with its growth, 
its sale or its ultimate use. 

- The lesson of 1937, with its estimated yield 
of more than 15,500,000 bales, with its over- 
stocked market and dropping price, is the same 
lesson that has been taught—but quickly for- 
gotten—many times before. : 

There must be devised some means of con- 
trolling the cotton crop. Either through vol- 
untary co-operation or through government 
supervision, the flood of white gold from the 
south must be harnessed and made to fit the 
channels of consumption, without wasteful 
overflow or uneconomic stringency. 

Difficulties in the way of co-operative con- 
trol seem insurmountable. The cotton pro- 
duction picture is too varied in its components. 
There are the large planters, the rivalries of 
the cotton states, and the financial problems 
of the individual] farmer, all to conflict and to 
add to the chaos. There is the problem of the 
farmer who must depend upon his credit, either 
at bank or supply warehouse, to finance his 
annual crop. There is the tenant farmer who 
must, to meet the demands of an ofttimes ab- 
sentee landlord, produce the money crop, cot- 
ton, instead of the diversified products that 


build for stability. 
But one lesson is plain, from cotton in 1937.

HOBOKEN, N. J., Aug. 11.—(>) 
ae | can’t live forever,” said J. P, 
Morgan, the elder, after it was all 
over, “and J. P. Morgan & Com- 
pany may be dissolved after I’m 


gone, so I wanted to put the 
Northern Pacific into a company 
with a capital so large that no 
one would ever again attempt to 
take away the control.” 

Thus did Morgan set forth the 
reason for creating the mighty 
$400,000,000 Northern Securities 
Company in the early autumn of 
1901, erecting it from the ruins of 
the “Northern Pacific panic.” In 
this organization, the first of the 
great holding companies in this 
country, he vested control of the 
Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern, and thereby effected 
peace between the two magnates 
who had battled with millions for 
railroad supremacy in the west, 
James J. Hill and Edward H. Har- 
riman. 

Today the last vestige of Mor- 
gan’s railroad trust was erased 
from the record, The Northern Se- 
curities Company—its corporate 
structure rather useless after the 
supreme court, in 1904,. invalidat- 
ed it as a holding company for 
Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
cific—was dissolved at a special 
stockholders’ meeting. 

As of last December, these as- 
sets had a value of around $6,000,- 
000. The stock on hand will be 
distributed among the remaining 
ee of Northern Securi- 

es.

Governor Rivers, paying tribute 
to Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, for 20 
years director of the State De- 
partment of Public Health, last 
night declared that Georgia has 
not gone “half far enough” in rais- 
ing the health program appropria- 
tion to $600,000 a year in this 
state. 

“We have gone as far as we can 
go,” the Governor said, “but with 
a normal health program, the ap- 
propriation in this state should be 
more than $1,500,000 a year.” 

Per capita income in Georgia, 
which is 20 to 50 per cent below 
that of other states, can never be 
raised unless there is a great ex- 
tension of the health and educa- 
tion programs, he declared. 

“Dr. Abercrombie has done an 
outstanding job—he has put his 
heart and soul into making a se- 
rious attack, along with this ad- 
ministration, on ignorance and 
disease,” Governor Rivers added.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


OH, BUT YOU MUST EAT 
STARCHES. 


It sounds well to speak of a 
“well balanced” diet but it has 
no more definite meaning than the 
quaint advice that the patient 
should have nourishing but easily 
digestible food. As nearly as I 
can make out, “well balanced” for- 
merly implied that the day’s ra- 
tions should progide two or three 
ounces of protein yielding 240 to 
360 calories, two to three ounces 
of fat yielding 560 to 840 calories, 
and 12 to 14 ounces of carbohy- 
drate (starches or sugars) yielding 
1,440 to 1,680 calories, Later “well 
balanced” came to mean that the 
diet should include reasonable 
proportions of foods from animal 
sources—meat, milk, eggs, fowl, 
fish, cheese—and foods from veg- 
etable sources—fruits, greens, ce- 
reals, nuts, vegetables. Then new- 
er knowledge of physiology made 
it evident that perfect balance re- 
quired an adequate proportion of 
“roughage,” indigestible material, 
fiber, cellulose, as the natural 
stimulus and aid to vigorous di- 
gestion. Still later we added a 
fine adjustment to the balance and 
began to consider the daily intake 
of mineral elements pretty impor- 
tant in prescribing a diet. Lately 
we have learned that no matter 
how satisfactory the diet may be 
in all of these particulars, it just 
can’t keep you in top gondition 
unless it includes adequate vita- 
mins. And there is no guarantee 
that we shall not introduce a 
brand-new essential of a well-bal- 
anced diet by next November: 

In diabetes the quantity of car- 
bohydrates (starches and sugars) 
the patient can profitably consume 
is of course determined by his or 
her individual tolerance, and this 
is a vital question to be answered 
by the physician in each case. In 
no other circumstances that I can 


9 | conceive is it advisable for a per- 


son to attempt to live without 
starches. Aside from queer obses- 
sions of near-doctors and food- 
faddists there is no good reason 
why well folk or-folk not so well 
should not take their fair ration of 
starchy foods daily. In saying this 
I am quite cognizant of the com- 
mon notions about fermentation, 
gas formation and the like. 

This prejudice against “starchy” 
foods for grown-up dyspeptics is 
akin to the prejudice against su- 
gar, candy or sweets for growing- 
up children. There is no good phy- 
siology and good sense in the rule 
that refined, concentrated sugar is 
not so healthful for youngsters as 
is sugar in its natural form—in 
milk, in fruits. The pure sugar

A reader, faced with the b- 
lem of deciding on new wall col- 
ors, says that her things are so 
much a part of her daily routine 
that she can’t make up her mind 
about the changes needed. Her 
furniture is rather modern but not 
coldly impersonal in appearance. 
The living room has a plum col- 
ored .broadloom carpet and the 
sofa is in amethyst velvet. The 


‘semi-circular love seats are cov- 


ered in peacock blue corduroy and 
the draperies are light blue satin 
edged in cording of peacock blue. 
Lamps of white with white porce- 
lain figurine bases and a white 
coffee table provide accent, and a 
10-foot mural in sepia on one wall 
completes the color theme in the 
living room.

Weather Bureau Survey 
Holds Conditions Good. 


The Weather Bureau in its 
weekly “crop report issued yester- 
day said boll weevil damage fol- 
lowed irregular rains early last 
week, but subsequent dry weather 
curbed the pest’s activities. 

Conditions were “generally fa- 
vorable” in the state for cotton, 
the survey added. The bureau said 
“a good start in picking has been 
made and some ginning has been 
done in southern centefs. Bolls 
are opening northward as far as 
Fort Valley and Millen.” 

The corn crop has matured in 
most parts of the state, “and fod- 
der pulling ismow going extensive- 
ly in the southern section. Much 
of the area between Columbus and 
Macon and Atlanta contiues to be 
too dry for corn and minor crops,” 
the report said. 

“Farther north much of the up- 
land country needs rain, but the 

valley ground has _ moisture 
enough,” the survey added. 

Minor crops such as rice, sweet 
potatoes, and larger crops of pe- 
cans, peanuts and sugar cane, were 
reported in good condition. 

Good rains fell in some parts of 
Georgia yesterday. Dahlonega 
reported 1.78 inches, Gainesville 
.14, Montezuma 1.07, Newnan .42, 
Columbus .29, Rome .15.
